Interviews Ph ysician Practisin g 90 Years 


It is very seldom that one finds 
a physician who has been able to 
continue medical practice over a 
span of 50 years. In this case, how- 
ever, I was able to interview a ro- 
bust character, typical of the old 
country doctors one reads about in 
tales of years ago. The changes 
which have taken place in the 
methods of curing some of the 
most ravaging diseases have been 
witnessed by Dr. Conrad Richter. 

If you are not entirely familiar 
with this man who has spent a half- 
century in painstakine work in the 
profession of guarding the spread 
of diseases of mankind, then you 
might travel to nearby Newport 
Beach and drop in on this kind, old 
doctor. He is mighty proud of his

record of the 50 years since the 
time he graduated from Rush col- 
lege, now consolidated with the 
University of Chicago, and when 
he first started practising in Wis- 
consin. 


ROBUST FOR AGE 

Anvone would be surprised by 
the alacrity which Dr. Richter dis- 
played when he and I met several 
months ago. No man at his age 
could be more robust and so full of 
vigor than what he displayed as he 
went about answering my queries. 

While prodding about for some 
particular angle on which I could 
base my story, I hit upon the idea 
of the changes which have taken

place in the treatment of tubercu- 
losis. AS everyone knows, progress 
has marked every discovery that we 
know of today. New developments 
in scientific methods for cures are 
constantly being enlarged upon. It 
is now evident that the embryo davs 
when the old-time doctors were 
forced to aid patients suffering 
from unknown maladies are things 
of the past. 


SPEAKS OF T. B. 
The disease of tuberculosis is 


particularly prevalent in Orange 
county. Dr. Richter’s viewpoint on 
the change which has taken place 
over the 50-year span is that “no 
treatment of modern diseases has 
undergone any greater change than

that of tuberculosis.” 
' The -treatment of tuberculosis, 
which has been a scourge of des- 
truction against which man is 
, forced to be constantly on the 
' lookout, has taken its place along 
xe the rest of the major diseases 
f which we know. Its cure has been 
developed over a lengthly period. 
The germ that is the cause of the 
disease was discovered in 1882 by 
the master-scientist, Robert Koch. 
Strangely enough, while getting 
Dr. Richter’s opinion on this ques- 
tion, I was able to learn that he 
had Dr. Koch as an instructor in 
hygiene in the University in Ber- 
lin where he studied for several 
years. 


CRUDE TREATMENT 


In the beginning, as always, 
medical scientists were limited in 
their scope of knowledge which has 
only recently been enlarged upon. 
Their treatment in those days, or 
at least what the doctors used in a 
feeble effort to check this malady, 
was codliver oil, tonics, and a trip 
to the high climate of Denver, Colo., 
which was, according to the New- 
port doctor, too high for a case of 
this nature. 

Treatments today of approxi- 
mately six months of rest in bed, 

‘injections with newly discovered 
serums, and _ careful dietary 
| methods were not understood at 
| that time. However, the discovery 
| by Koch of baccilus antitoxin was 
the turning point which revolution- 
ized the world in the cure of this 
sickness. 


DRY CLIMATE BEST 


The ‘trip to the high altitudes 
of Colorado was too vast a change 
from the ordinary levels at which 
many of the victims had formerly 
lived, Dr. Richter disclosed. The 
ideal climate for the cure of tuber- 
culosis, according tq the rugged 
doctor, is a very dry one with a 
very slight elevation. With this as 
their habitat, first and second de- 
gree cases are given. excellent 
chances to improve as long as they 
remain there. 


“A fine place, probably the best 
there is in the country that I know 
of for the partial cure of tuber- 
culosis is in Pecos valley, N. M.,” 
Dr. Richter stated. Its climate is

T. B. RANKED FIRST 

Because prevention methods 
were not understood as they are 
today, the disease marched at the 
head of all major illnesses in 1887. 
Treatments were rather impiric in 
those days. They were in their ex- 
perimental stages and the doctor 
confronted with the case was forced 
to do what he had picked up from 
his experimentations. And so we 
leave the cases of tuberculosis for 
further experiments in the realm 
of improving on the treatment of 
its symptoms. 

Desirous of continuing further 
this dissertation on improvements 
made in curing long-known 
diseases, we went into a study of 
some others including diphtheria, 
typhoid, and alysepelas. Years 
ago diphtheria was suspected to be 
due to an infection although it was 
never scientifically demonstrated. 
The same is true of the others. 

When we go back into it all it 
conveys the idea to us that a com- 
plete change or. revolution has 
taken place when we compare yes- 
terday with today. 


POST-COLLEGE DAYS 

The discussion tapered off to a 
few questions concerning his life 
after college. He practiced in Wis- 
consin for several years, and left 
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his office in San Francisco immed- 
iately after the great earthauake 
of 1906. For several years more he 
was employed as chief surgeon on 
the Pacific Mails steamer, and then 
he settled down in Newport in 
1917, this marking his 20th anni- 
versary of his stay. 

Over this lengthy period in 
which he was practicing many dif- 
ferent places during his life, Dr. 
Richter noticed a decided differ- 
ence in the convenience of prac- 
ticing of that day and now. Work 
as a doctor was hard and it took a 
great deal of traveling to cover a 
daily circuit, explained the phys- 
ician. Hardships were very much 
paramount in Idaho where he 
worked for a while. In his com- 
parison of the doctor today, Dr. 
Richter did not believe they would 
make as good a doctor because of 
the fact that reaching the patients 
was hard work and time could not 
be taken off in comfort on self- 
made holidays. 


IN S. F. QUAKE 


In the San Francisco fire and 
earthquake, the doctor had many 
interesting experiences to relate. 
His first awakening as a result of 
the disturbance caused was by fall- 
ing bricks down his chimney. He 
found time to administer his bit in 
aiding persons hurt bv the disaster 
and several times helped in efforts 
to stor the fire.
